Excouragment of all fuch Merchants and others as {ball Trade to the [aid Colony, and particularly 

of fuch as {ball carry good and wholefome Provifions thither. The faid COURT of DI- 

RECT OS, Do hereby declare and make known, that any Perfon or Perfons, procuring a Bull 

or Bills, from the Council of the faid Colony, or any four of them, at any time or times, before 

the firft of January next to come, for any Sum or Sums, not exceeding 2000 lib. fterl, in 

the whole, on the faid Companys Cafhier, payable in a Months time after fight, [ball be duely 
honoured and complyed with accordingly.

HE faid COURT of DIRECTORS Re-afluming the confideration of their A& 
of the 18¢h of April laft; by which they gave the Councilof CALEDONIA in 
America, a Credit of 2000 7. sterl. upon the Company’s-Cafhier here payabie 
to fuchPerfons as fhould procure Bills for the fame,under the hands of any Four 
of the faid Council before the firft of Fanuary next. And left, That contrary to the in- 
tention of the faid Court, the Limitations in the faid A& fhould bea Difcouragement to 
any Perfon or Perfons that have a mind tocarry Provifions to the faid Colony, upon 
the prefumption that poflibly the faid Credit may, before their Arrival there, be exhauft- 
ed by Bills given, or tobe given to others; Andin regard that poffibly the Inhabi- 
tants of the faid Colony may (GOD willing) from time to time, encreafe ftill more 
and more, fo as to require more Povifions, than can conveniently at all times be 
bought by the bartering offuch Merchantable Goods as the faid Council have lying in 
ftorve by them: Therefore, The faid COURT of DIRECTORS do, upon turther 
Confideration, hereby Declare and make known, that any Perfon or Perfons pro- 
curing a Bill or Bills, from the Council of the faid Colony, Four of them at leaft fub- 
{cribing the faid Bills, on the Company’s Cafhier here, for Provifions brought to the 
faid Colony, and Sold to the faid Council, at any time or times, before the firft Day of 
March, which fhall be in the Year of GOD 1700, payable in a Months time atfter- 
fight, fhall be duely honoured with Acceptance and good Payment accordingly.
